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President's  Report     peter  lawson-johnston 


1987  was  most  certainly  not  an  uneventful  year.  It  was 
highlighted  by  the  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  the  Foundation  which  operates  the  New  York  and 
Venice  museums,  by  the  approval  by  the  Board  of  Stand- 
ards and  Appeals  of  our  revised  plan  for  expansion  of  the 
annex,  and  by  the  announcement  of  Tom  Messer's  mid- 
1988  retirement  after  serving  with  distinction  for  twenty- 
seven  years  as  Director. 

The  half-century  festivities  included  a  full  museum  ex- 
hibition, sponsored  by  The  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  of 
4Z5  masterworks  from  the  Foundation's  New  York  and 
Venice  holdings  (described  in  the  Director's  Report);  the 
reopening  of  the  extensively  renovated  Justin  K.  Thann- 
hauser  Wing  and  adjoining  new  gallery  space;  a  highly 
successful  gala  dinner-dance  with  First  Lady  Nancy 
Reagan  acting  as  Honorary  Chairman  and  Dede  Lawson- 
johnston,  Liz  Gardiner,  Iris  Love  and  Paloma  Picasso- 
Lopez  serving  as  Co-Chairmen;  a  week-long  series  of 
special  previews  and  receptions  for  members,  distin- 
guished diplomats,  business  executives,  museum  col- 
leagues, scholars  and  artists  and  their  families.  Venice 
celebrated  the  occasion  with  the  opening  of  the  Italian 
showing  of  Peggy  Guggenheim's  Other  Legacy  [he  eredita 
sconosciute  di  Peggy  Guggenheim)  sponsored  by  Fratelli 
Sacla  of  Asti. 

The  long,  arduous  and  costly  three-year  process  of 
seeking  city  approval  of  our  addition  came  to  a  conclu- 
sion on  October  20,  when  the  Board  of  Standards  and 
Appeals  voted  four  to  two  in  support  of  the  revised  plan. 
(Subsequently,  the  Board  of  Estimate  refused  to  overrule 
this  decision.)  Our  Trustees  and  staff  are  enormously 
grateful  to  the  members  of  Community  Board  =8,  the 
BSA  and  the  Board  of  Estimate  who  had  the  courage  to 
vote  in  favor  of  this  essential  project  in  spite  of  consider- 
able pressure  from  its  opponents.  Support  from  distin- 
guished architects,  such  as  Philip  Johnson,  Kevin  Roche, 
Richard  Meier,  William  Pedersen,  I.M.  Pei,  Romaldo 
Giurgola,  James  Stewart  Polshek,  Alexander  Cooper  and 
Michael  Graves,  in  addition  to  that  from  leading  critics 
and  historians  such  as  James  Marston  Fitch,  Brendan 
Gill,  Paul  Goldberger  and  Edgar  Kaufmann,  Jr.,  and  a 
favorable  editorial  in  The  New  York  Times  helped  our 
cause,  for  which  we  are  grateful. 

It  is  fitting  that  Tom  Messer  should  cap  his  illustrious 
twenty-seven-year  career  at  the  Guggenheim  by  drawing 
upon  the  Foundation's  combined  holdings  to  produce  a 
highly  acclaimed  exhibition  filling  the  entire  museum;  by 
spearheading  efforts  to  secure  the  approval  of  our  pro- 
posed expansion;  by  overseeing  the  conclusion  of  the 


initial  phase  of  our  Collection  Decentralization  Program, 
which  ended  at  the  Columbia  Museum  in  South  Carolina 
following  two  other  loan  exhibitions  held  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Iowa  Museum  of  Art,  Des  Moines,  and  the  Picker 
Art  Gallery,  Colgate  University,  Hamilton,  New  York, 
earlier  in  the  year;  and  by  initiating  the  final  phase  of  the 
restoration  of  the  Palazzo  Venier  dei  Leoni  in  Venice, 
thanks  to  the  response  of  members  of  the  Peggy  Guggen- 
heim Collection  Advisory  Board  to  our  appeal  for  funds. 
He  has  enjoyed  the  wholehearted  support  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  staff  because  of  his  ethical,  inspired,  dedi- 
cated leadership.  I  consider  it  a  privilege  to  have  w  orked 
closely  with  Tom  Messer  over  the  past  decades  in  carry- 
ing out  our  mission. 

The  uncertainty  created  by  the  lengthy  review  pr 
in  obtaining  approval  for  the  expansion  had  an  impact 
on  our  capital  fund-raising  effort,  but  major  support 
was  received  nevertheless  from  American  Express  Com- 
pany, Bankers  Trust  Company  Foundation,  Manufac- 
turers Hanover  Trust,  Merrill  Lynch  &c  Co.,  Morgan 
Guaranty  Trust  Co.  of  New  York  and  Philip  Morris  In- 
corporated during  the  year. 

We  continue  to  enjoy  critical  support  from  Mobil 
Corporation  in  the  form  of  its  very  popular  Free  Tuesday- 
Evening  admission  program  at  the  Guggenheim,  from 
United  Technologies  Corporation  in  its  sponsorship  of 
the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection's  extended  season,  and 
from  Montedison  Group  (Montedison  Progetta  Cultura 
in  its  ongoing  Free  Saturday  Evening  admission  program 
at  the  Venice  museum. 

Foundations,  individuals,  corporations  and  govern- 
mental entities  that  have  made  generous  donations  dur- 
ing 1987  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report,  but  special 
mention  should  be  made  of  EniChem  Americas  Inc.;

For  funding  the  demanding  and  costly  Joan  Miro:  A 
Retrospective,  we  are  grateful  to  Ford  Motor  Company, 
whose  executives  readily  understood  the  importance  of 
the  exhibition  and  were  instrumental  in  providing  Amer- 
ican audiences  with  the  opportunity  to  see  the  work  of 
this  great  master.  Additional  support  was  received  from 
the  United  States-Spanish  Joint  Committee  for  Cultural 
and  Educational  Cooperation  and  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts.  Ford  also  sponsored  the  lecture  series 
that  accompanied  the  show. 

Two  challenge  grants  were  successfully  matched  this 
year.  A  $750,000  challenge  grant  from  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Arts,  matched  three-to-one  by  new  and 
increased  gifts,  is  being  used  to  augment  the  endowment. 
A  $400,000  grant  for  a  permanent  endowment  from  The 
Andrew  W.  Mellon  Foundation,  matched  on  a  two-to- 
one  basis,  will  be  applied  in  support  of  scholarly  research 
and  publication. 

The  Foundation  welcomed  as  new  members  to  the 
Museum's  Advisory  Board  Robert  Meltzer  and  Rudolph 
B.  Schulhof,  and  we  are  grateful  to  retiring  member 
Hannelore  Schulhof  for  her  contribution  to  this  important 
body.  The  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection  Advisory  Board 
welcomed  a  new  charter  member,  Laurence  Lovett,  Presi- 
dent of  Save  Venice,  Inc. 

Through  the  efforts  of  businessman  Francis  J.  Green- 
burger,  we  have  organized  a  Committee  to  Repair  and 
Preserve  the  Guggenheim  (the  members'  names  are  listed 
elsewhere  in  this  report).  The  group  is  charged  with  rais- 
ing $1.5  million  to  insure  that  Frank  Lloyd  Wright's 
original  structure  is  restored  to  pristine  condition  for 
future  generations  to  enjoy.  Now  over  twenty-eight  years 
old,  the  building  has  begun  to  show  distressing  signs  of 
wear  from  age,  exposure  to  the  elements  and  usage  by 
an  ever-increasing  number  of  visitors.  The  task  ahead 
is  crucial  and  we  are  delighted  that  Mr.  Greenburger, 
along  with  his  committee  members,  has  elected  to  devote 
time  to  this  important  undertaking. 

Works  and  Process,  the  Museum's  popular  performing 
arts  program,  is  now  in  its  fourth  season.  As  of  this  year 
the  series  reaches  an  even  broader  public  via  television. 
The  programs  were  broadcast  as  a  four-part  series  on  the 
Arts  and  Entertainment  Network  and  as  a  six-part  series 
on  WNET-TV  Channel  13.  Our  continuing  and  most 
grateful  thanks  go  to  Mary  Sharp  Cronson,  the  producer 
of  the  series,  whose  energy  and  enthusiasm  have  made 
Works  and  Process  such  a  great  success. 

This  year  it  became  necessary  to  utilize  a  portion  of 
our  investment  fund  to  meet  a  widening  deficit  caused  by 


higher  operating  expenses.  Great  emphasis  will  be  placed 
on  bringing  our  budget  into  line  in  the  coming  year.  As 
was  the  case  for  so  many  institutions,  the  stock  market 
drop  in  October  had  a  severe  impact  on  our  portfolio. 
1988  will  be  eventful,  with  the  retirement  of  my  friend 
Tom  Messer  and  the  installation  of  his  successor,  Tom 
Krens,  who  is  currently  Director  of  the  Williams  College 
Museum  of  Art  in  Williamstown,  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Krens  also  serves  as  the  head  of  the  planning  group  for 
the  proposed  Massachusetts  Museum  of  Contemporary 
Art  (MASS  MoCA)  in  North  Adams.  After  a  search 
process  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Trustees,  with 
the  assistance  of  a  professional  search  firm,  Mr.  Krens 
was  chosen;  he  will  assume  his  new  responsibilities  on 
July  1.  I  am  confident  the  period  of  transition  will  go 
smoothly  because  of  the  wholehearted  and  unanimous 
support  of  our  Trustees,  Advisory  Board  members,  dedi- 
cated staff  and  volunteers  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 
Together  we  look  back  on  our  fiftieth  anniversary  year 
with  pride  and  look  forward  to  the  future  with  great 
anticipation  and  confidence.

Director's  Report     thomas  m.  messer 


The  ultimate  meaning  of  an  art  museum  resides  in  its 
collection.  It  was  for  the  sake  of  a  collection  that  The 
Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foundation  was  created  fifty 
years  ago;  it  was  to  house  a  growing  and  developing  col- 
lection that  the  existing  museum  building  was  commis- 
sioned, erected  and  in  due  course  modified;  it  is  wirh  an 
ever-changing  collection  in  mind  that  plans  are  now  be- 
ing made  for  the  future,  whether  in  the  primary  theater 
of  art  or  in  the  supporting  areas  of  architecture,  admin- 
istration, personnel  and  finance.  The  observance  of  the 
Foundation's  fiftieth  anniversary,  therefore,  was  also  first 
and  foremost  a  celebration  of  the  collection,  a  unique  op- 
portunity to  review  the  institution's  collecting  history  and 
to  extract  from  it  a  statement  in  terms  of  our  time. 

The  object  of  the  collection  review  was  to  display  a 
selection  that,  through  appropriate  form  and  content, 
would  present  an  optimal  perspective  of  the  Foundation's 
present  holdings  within  the  spaces  now  at  our  disposal. 
It  would  also  perhaps  suggest  how  comparable  overviews 
could  be  strengthened  and  amplified  in  future  times, 
when  the  Museum's  currently  inadequate  premises  are 
suitably  improved  and  enhanced.  It  was  with  such  a  pro- 
gram in  mind  that  Fifty  Years  of  Collecting:  An  Anni- 
versary Selection  was  conceived  and  realized  in  three 
interdependent  sections:  Painting  by  Modern  Masters, 
Sculpture  of  the  Modern  Era  and  Painting  Since  World 
War  II.  To  lend  to  the  occasion  the  desired  weight  and  to 
arrive  at  the  highest  attainable  qualitative  level,  all  Foun- 
dation holdings  were  considered  and  newly  evaluated. 


This  led  to  the  first  integrated  presentation  in  New  York 
of  the  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum  collection  and 
the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection,  an  event  that  besides 
its  obvious  artistic  rewards  also  dramatized  the  meaning 
of  the  Foundation  as  a  unified  directing  entity  comprising 
two  autonomous  operations.  The  highly  conspicuous 
presence  during  the  opening  events  of  our  Italian  friends, 
partners  and  colleagues,  to  say  nothing  of  their  generous 
and  active  cooperation  in  the  preparatory  phases  of  the 
anniversary  celebration,  lent  credence  and  meaning  to 
the  Foundation's  bicontinental  structure. 

The  collection  show  itself,  an  exhaustive  program  of 
special  events  and,  of  course,  the  accompanying  trio  of 
catalogues  extend  well  beyond  the  anniversary  year  into 
1988.  Fifty  Years  of  Collecting  will  thus  become  the  long- 
est exhibition-run  in  the  Guggenheim's  history,  and  it  is 
encouraging,  therefore,  to  report  that  the  attendance  fig- 
ures during  the  six  weeks  in  1987  were  among  the  highest 
for  a  comparable  time-span  at  the  Museum. 

Partly  because  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  event  the  ex- 
hibition program  during  the  current  calendar  year  was 
somewhat  reduced  in  size.  It  was,  however,  as  effective 
and  popular  as  in  our  best  years,  having  attracted  a  total 
attendance  of  539,173  and  a  record  income.  The  grand 
Joan  Miro:  A  Retrospective  curated  by  Jacques  Dupin 
for  the  Kunsthaus  in  Zurich,  the  Stadtische  Kunsthalle  in 
Diisseldorf  and  the  Guggenheim  deserves  a  separate  men- 
tion but,  as  the  tabulation  below  indicates,  other  major 
shows  also  made  significant  contributions  to  the  1987

roster.  Among  the  five  principal  exhibitions  listed,  post- 
war and  contemporary  presentations  were  held  in  bal- 
ance while  Miro  provided  the  one  historic  accent  of  the 
year.  As  is  usual  for  the  Guggenheim  Museum  as  well  as 
the  Peggy  Guggenheim  Collection,  painting,  sculpture 
and  original  works  on  paper  remained  the  preferred 
media.  European  subjects  again  outweighed  American 
selections,  and  Australia  this  year  joined  the  northern 
continents  through  its  representation  in  Emerging  Artists 
1978-1986:  Selections  from  the  Exxon  Series,  which  re- 
viewed one  aspect  of  our  exhibiting  and  collecting  activi- 
ties of  the  last  decade  while  closing  out  the  series  under 
its  past  sponsorship.  Finally,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that 
with  one  exception  all  major  presentations  of  the  year 
were  Guggenheim-originated  or  at  least  co-originated, 
thus  reversing  a  trend  of  increasing  dependence  upon  ex- 
hibitions organized  by  others. 

A  thorough  documentary  survey  of  the  Guggenheim's 
exhibition  activities  since  its  inception  has  been  largely 
completed  in  1987.  The  publication  of  this  valuable  ma- 
terial is  awaiting  outside  sponsorship,  since  the  rise  in 


printing  costs  in  recent  years  precludes  the  realization  of 
this  project  within  our  established  budgetary  limits. 

Despite  the  preeminence  that  the  anniversary  exhibi- 
tion assumed  during  the  Guggenheim's  half-century  ob- 
servance, acquisitions  past,  present  and  future  remain  at 
the  heart  of  museum  matters,  partly  as  an  intrinsic  aspect 
of  the  collection  survey  itself  but  also  as  an  institutional 
priority.  It  was  more  than  ordinarily  difficult  to  reduce 
particularly  welcome  and  important  acquisitions,  whether 
obtained  through  purchase,  exchange  or  gift,  to  the  arbi- 
trary figure  of  ten  used  in  past  annual  reports,  and  we 
therefore  extended  the  number  of  artists  singled  out  in 
this  manner  to  twenty. This  self-imposed  restriction  tends 
to  eliminate  highly  appreciated  additions  in  media  other 
than  painting  or  sculpture  and  to  militate  against  works 
by  artists  of  younger  reputation.  But  with  such  disclaim- 
ers made  and  referring  the  reader  to  the  Acquisitions 
section  of  this  report,  which  features  a  complete  listing 
of  our  new  holdings,  we  name  the  following  painters 
and  sculptors  and  their  works  as  the  year's  most  vital 
acquisitions:

An  account  of  the  year's  program  would  not  be  com- 
plete without  at  least  mentioning  that  many  special 
events  have  accompanied  the  anniversary  show  as  well 
as  other  exhibitions.  Catalogues  are  the  long-term  assets 
after  the  exhibitions  are  mere  memories,  although  they 
are  not  always  perceived  as  such.  Nor  do  they,  on  the 
other  hand,  constitute  the  only  research  activity  in  an 
institution  that  has  established  a  much-envied  track 
record  in  the  documentation  of  its  permanent  collec- 
tion. It  must  therefore  be  remembered  that  the  three  al- 
ready-existing collection  catalogues  will  be  joined  by  a 
fourth,  devoted  to  sculpture  and  works  on  paper  at  the 
Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum  from  the  close  of  the 
nineteenth  century  to  World  War  II.  which  is  now  in 
preparation.  A  handbook  of  American  art  in  the  Gug- 
genheim collection,  made  possible  through  a  generous 
grant  from  the  Henry  Luce  Foundation,  is  also  moving 
toward  publication. 

To  assess  the  performance  of  the  current  year  and,  on 
the  occasion  of  this  anniversary,  to  glance  backward 
over  the  past  half-century  it  may  be  well  to  return  to  The 
Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foundation's  basic  purposes. 
While  these  are  multiple  they  are  also  interrelated  and 
subject  to  a  hierarchic  perception.  As  stated  at  the  ou: 
the  collection  has  been  and  remains  the  institution's  rai- 
son  d'etre,  determining  all  other  functions.  Its  enrich- 
ment through  valid  acquisitions,  its  upgrading  through 
the  elimination  of  works  that  have  been  surpassed  by 
new  levels  of  excellence,  the  placement  on  public  view  of 
hrst-ratc  examples  now  unprofitably  kept  in  storage,  and 
the  pursuit  of  architectural  modifications  that  allow  for 
needed  internal  reorganizations,  are  all  germane  to  the 
institution's  central  objectives  and  therefore  retain  the 
verj  highest  priority  in  the  minds  of  the  Foundation's 
trustees,  director  and  staff.  1;  is  obvious  that  the  securing 
of  these  aims  implies  adequate  maintenance,  through 
careful  conservation  of  the  works  of  art  as  well  as  their 
use  for  educational  purposes  in  exhibitions,  publications 
and  related  events.  The  objectives  of  such  projects  are  to

render  new  knowledge  to  the  field  and  to  enlarge  the 
public's  opportunities  for  authentic,  reasoned  exposure 
to  original  works  whose  excellence  is  self-evident.  Con- 
servation and  maintenance  are  also  obligations  with 
respect  to  a  building  that  is  rightly  regarded  as  an  archi- 
tectural monument  and  therefore  deserving  of  very  spe- 
cial care  and  respect.  Continuous  efforts  are  required  to 
provide  the  material  support  exacted  by  our  complex 
operation  on  two  continents. 

The  vision  of  the  institution's  founders,  however,  pro- 
vided for  more  than  the  accumulation  of  exquisite  ob- 
jects in  a  great  building.  Underlying  such  provisions  and 
activities  was  the  belief  in  the  exemplary  nature  of  art, 
the  capacity  of  chosen  objects  to  convey  central  notions 
about  the  meaning  of  our  time.  The  formation  of  a  col- 
lection thus  becomes  an  act  of  critical  assertion,  with  its 
implied  obligation  to  accept  and  to  reject.  The  museum, 
and  particularly  a  museum  devoted  to  modern  art,  be- 
comes under  this  perspective  a  conveyor  of  creative 
intentions  and,  as  such,  deeply  dependent  upon  the  in- 
sights and  articulations  of  contemporary  artists.  It  is  in 
this  area,  therefore,  that  our  prime  indebtedness  lies. 

In  more  personal  terms  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
is  the  last  Director's  Report  to  bear  my  name,  I  would 
wish  to  stress  that  whatever  has  been  accomplished  by 
the  institution  during  my  tenure  has  been  the  result  of  an 
orchestration  that  involved  many  individuals  over  a  long 
period  of  years.  My  great  appreciation  for  their  loyal 
support  and  productive  labor  therefore  goes  out  in  equal 
measure  to  those  still  with  us  and  those  who,  having 
made  their  contributions,  have  left  us.  It  is  in  the  nature 
of  things  and  within  the  limitations  of  an  annual  report 
that  only  very  few  can  represent  individually  the  collec- 
tive efforts  here  under  discussion,  and  it  is  in  this  sense 
that  I  wish  to  express  my  boundless  gratitude  to  Diane 
Waldman  and  to  Philip  Rylands,  the  two  Deputy  Direc- 
tors who  at  present  personify  the  fullness  of  a  staff  con- 
tribution rendered  by  a  large  number  of  talented  and 
diligent  minds  and  hands.  Similarly,  I  wish  to  thank  Peter 
Lawson-Johnston  who,  as  the  Foundation's  President, 
but  even  more  as  an  invaluable  and  intimate  friend,  has 
guided  me  and  conveyed  to  me  the  will  and  support  of 
an  exceptional  Board  of  Trustees.  Finally,  I  would  like 
to  salute  and  to  extend  my  best  wishes  to  my  colleague 
and  successor  Thomas  Krens,  upon  whom  the  direction 
of  The  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Foundation  will  devolve 
as  of  the  second  half  of  1988.

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Notes  to  Financial  Statements 


i.  Summary  of  Significant  Fund  Accounting  Policies: 

Basis  of  Presentation 

The  financial  statements  of  The  Solomon   R.  Guggenheim 

Foundation    (the   Foundation)    have   been   prepared   on   the 

accrual  basis  and  include  the  New  York  City  and  Venice, 

Italy,  accounts  of  the  Foundation. 

Fund  Accounting 

To  ensure  observance  of  limitations  and  restrictions  placed  on 
the  use  of  resources  available  to  the  Foundation,  the  accounts 
of  the  Foundation  are  maintained  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  of  fund  accounting.  This  is  the  procedure  by  which 
resources  for  various  purposes  are  classified  for  accounting 
and  financial  reporting  purposes  into  funds  that  are  in  accord- 
ance with  specified  activities  and  objectives.  Separate  accounts 
are  maintained  for  each  fund;  however,  in  the  accompanying 
financial  statements,  funds  that  have  similar  characteristics 
have  been  combined  into  fund  groups.  Accordingly,  all  finan- 
cial transactions  have  been  recorded  and  reported  by  fund 
group: 

Current  Funds 

Current  funds  consist  of  the  Operating  Fund  for  both  New 
York  and  Venice,  as  well  as  the  Restricted  Fund,  which  in- 
cludes amounts  restricted  by  the  donor  for  specific  purposes. 

Endowment  Fund 

The  Endowment  Fund  includes  funds  designated  by  the 
Board  and  those  subject  to  restriction  by  the  donor  requir- 
ing that  the  principal  be  invested  in  perpetuity.  As  of  De- 
cember 31,  1987,  approximately  $7,500,000  of  endowment 
funds  have  been  so  restricted  by  donors.  Investment  income 
arising  from  approximately  $6,300,000  may  be  used  for  un- 
restricted purposes  while  investment  income  arising  from 
approximately  $1,200,000  is  restricted  for  specific  activities 
of  the  Solomon  R.  Guggenheim  Museum  (the  Museum). 

Plant  Fund 

The  Plant  Fund  includes  resources  restricted  for  plant  ac- 
quisitions and  funds  expended  for  property  and  equipment 
as  well  as  for  the  planned  expansion  at  the  Museum. 

Campaign  Fund 

The   Campaign   Fund   includes   funds   collected   for   both 

endowment  and  the  planned  expansion  of  the  Museum 

facilities. 

Certain  expenses  incurred  by  the  Operating  Fund  are  allo- 
cated to  the  Campaign  and  Plant  Funds,  as  such  expenses 
reflect  the  cost  associated  with  these  funds'  activities. 

Other  Matters 

Grants,  donations  and  membership  fees  are  recorded  as  re- 
ceived and  are  considered  to  he  available  for  unrestricted  use 


unless  specifically  designated  by  the  donor.  Grants  and  dona- 
tions specified  by  the  donor  for  use  in  future  periods  or  which 
require  a  stipulated  rate  of  growth  in  support  over  a  defined 
period  are  recorded  as  deferred  income  in  the  balance  sheet 
and  as  income  in  the  year  in  which  they  may  be  used  or  are 
earned. 

Written  pledges  for  grants  and  donations  are  recorded  as 
receivables  in  the  year  pledged.  The  amounts  of  the  pledges 
to  be  received  in  the  future  are  recorded  as  deferred  amounts 
in  the  respective  funds  to  which  they  apply. 

In  accordance  with  Statement  of  Financial  Accounting 
Standards  (SFAS)  No.  52,  substantially  all  assets  and  lia- 
bilities of  the  Venice  operations  are  translated  at  year-end 
exchange  rates;  support,  revenue  and  expenses  are  translated 
at  the  average  exchange  rates  during  the  year.  Translation  ad- 
justments for  such  assets  and  liabilities  are  accumulated  sepa- 
rately in  the  fund  balances  and  aggregated  $91,572  and 
$26,735  as  of  December  31,  1987  and  1986,  respectively,  for 
all  funds.  Gains  and  losses  from  foreign  currency  transactions 
during  the  year  are  included  in  support,  revenue  and  expenses. 

All  gains  and  losses  arising  from  the  sale  or  other  dispo- 
sition of  investments  are  accounted  for  in  the  fund  in  which 
the  related  assets  are  recorded,  and  are  determined  by  the 
first-in,  first-out  method.  Dividend  and  interest  income  from 
investments  in  the  Endowment  Fund  is  accounted  for  as 
revenue  of  the  Operating  Fund. 

2.  Tax  Status: 

The  Foundation  is  exempt  from  Federal  income  taxes  under 
Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  U.S.  Internal  Revenue  Code. 

3.  Investments: 

Investments  purchased  by  the  Foundation  are  recorded  at 
cost.  Investments  acquired  by  gift  or  bequest  are  recorded  at 
market  value  or  estate  tax  valuation.  The  carrying  value  and 
market  value  of  investments  by  fund  were  as  follows  at  De-

Investments  consist  primarily  of  short-term  investments,  bonds 
and  common  stocks. 
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4.  Art  Collection: 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  followed  by  art  museums,  art 
objects  purchased,  donated  and  bequeathed  are  included  in 
the  balance  sheet  at  a  value  of  $i.  Donations  for  purchase  of 
art  objects  are  reported  as  gifts  in  the  statement  of  support 
and  revenue,  expenses  and  changes  in  fund  balances.  The  cost 
of  all  art  objects  purchased,  less  the  proceeds  from  deacces- 
sions  of  art,  is  reported  as  an  increase  (decrease)  of  the  fund 
balance  of  the  Restricted  Fund.  During  the  years  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1987  and  1986,  purchases  of  art  objects  amounted 
to  $1,354,433  and  $327,813,  respectively,  and  the  proceeds 
from  deaccessions  aggregated  $1,412,100  and  $2,298,129,  re- 
spectively. 

The  estimated  value  (unaudited)  of  donated  art  work  re- 
ceived by  the  Foundation  in  1987  and  1986  aggregated 
$872,300  and  $2,265,150,  respectively.

Leasehold  improvements  are  amortized  on  the  straight-line 
method  over  the  period  covered  bj  the  lease. 

Deferred  charges  in  the  Plant  Fund  of  $4,464,980  as  of 
December  31,  1987,  relate  to  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
with  the  planned  expansion  of  the  Museum. 


6.  Retirement  Plan: 

The  Foundation  has  a  defined  benefit  noncontributory  retire- 
ment plan  covering  substantial!)  all  of  its  full-time  employees. 
The  benefits  are  based  on  years  of  service  and  the  employees' 
compensation.  The  Foundation's  policy  is  to  contribute  an- 
nually an  amount  that  meets  the  minimum  requirements 
under  ERISA.  Effective  January  1,  1987,  the  Foundation 
adopted  SFAS  No.  87  in  accounting  for  its  retirement  plan.

The  weighted  average  discount  rate  and  rate  of  increase  in 
future  compensation  levels  used  in  determining  the  actuarial 
present  value  of  the  projected  benefit  obligation  at  December 
31,  1987,  were  eight  percent  and  six  percent,  respectively.  The 
expected  King-term  rate  of  return  on  assets  was  eight  percent 
during  1987. 


In  addition  to  providing  pension  benefits,  the  Foundation 
provides  certain  health  care  and  life  insurance  benefits  for 
retired  employees.  Substantially  all  of  the  Foundation's  em- 
ployees may  become  eligible  for  those  benefits  if  they  reach 
normal  retirement  age  while  working  for  the  Foundation.  The 
Foundation  recognizes  the  cost  of  providing  those  benefits  by 
expensing  the  annual  insurance  premiums,  which  were  $21,235 
and  $23,465  for  1987  and  1986,  respectively. 

7.  Interfund  Transfers: 

During  1987  and  1986,  $518,203  and  $657,564,  respectively, 
were  transferred  to  the  Plant  Fund  from  the  Campaign  Fund, 
representing  expenses  relating  to  the  planned  expansion  of 
the  Museum  facilities.  In  accordance  with  a  Board  of  Trustees' 
resolution,  Board-designated  endowment  funds  were  used 
to  eliminate  the  operating  deficit  in  the  current  fund.  The 
amounts  transferred  were  $3,714,340  and  $5,633,027  in  1987 
and  1986,  respectively.  During  1986,  $174,500  was  transferred 
to  the  Endowment  Fund  from  the  Campaign  Fund,  represent- 
ing donations  received  for  endowment  purposes. 

8.  Contributed  Services: 

A  substantial  number  of  unpaid  volunteers  have  made  sig- 
nificant contributions  of  their  time  in  the  furtherance  of  the 
Museum's  programs  covering  most  phases  of  the  Museum's 
activities  except  for  maintenance,  guard  service  and  art  han- 
dling. The  value  of  this  contributed  time  is  not  reflected  in 
these  statements  since  it  is  not  susceptible  to  objective  meas- 
urement or  valuation. 


9.  Lease  Commitment: 

The  Foundation  has  entered  into  a  noncancelable  office  build- 
ing lease  which  is  deemed  an  operating  lease.  Future  minimum 
annual  lease  payments  under  this  lease  agreement,  which  ex- 
pires during  1997,  are  as  follows:

$89,500  and  $27,000,  respectively. 
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io.  Challenge  Grant: 

In  September  1 984,  the  Foundation  was  the  recipient  of  a  Chal- 
lenge Grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  (the 
NEA).  The  NEA  grant  was  for  $750,000  provided  the  Foun- 
dation obtained  $2, 250,000  in  matching  funds  from  other  non- 
federal sources.  Under  the  terms  of  the  grant,  the  Foundation 
received  $562,500  from  the  NEA  in  1985,  as  the  Foundation 
had  obtained  $750,000  from  other  nonfederal  sources.  As  of 
December  31,  1987,  the  Foundation  had  obtained  the  remain- 
ing $1,500,000  in  nonfederal  matching  funds  and  is  entitled  to 
the  balance  receivable  from  the  NEA  of  $187,500,  which 
amount  is  reflected  in  the  Endowment  Fund  as  a  grant  re- 
ceivable and  as  deferred  income.
